LEADERS DEFIANT 

Communist union leaders de- 
manded a general strike to com- 
bat the premier’s tough tactics, 
and spokesmen for Socialist and 
Catholic unions also were deé- 
fiant. There was little evidence, 
however, that Laniel’s order to 
return to work immediately had 
impressed the actual strikers one 
way or another.

Vishinsky tossed in his resolution 
without fanfare as the United 
States, Britain, France, Australia 
and New Zealand outlined their 
ideas for the conference. The com- 
mittee began work on the Korea 
peace conference after administer- 
ing the gray-haired Russian dele- 
gate two sound thrashings via the 
ballot. 


“HAVE NO PLACE” 


Vishinsky demanded that the 
Political Committee invite Red 
China and North Korea to take 
part in the debate on creation of 
the political conference. Lodge in- 
sisted they had no place in this 
discussion since they would be in 
the pelitical conference anyway. 

Joao Carlos Muniz of Brazil, the 
chairman, ruled that the commit- 
tee refused to invite North Korea 
here last year. The committee 
voted 34-18 against reconsidering 
that action, with seven abstaining. 

Muniz then called for a vote on 
inviting Red China and the pro- 
posal was defeated, 3414, with 
nine abstaining.

Vocational education forces are 
ready to fight at Wednesday's 
session of the State Board of Edu- 
cation any ‘reorganization: that 
might de-emphasize vocational 
training.

“GREATER EMPHASIS” 


Collins declared that vocational 
education will be a “separate 
unit,”” led by a ‘‘director of vo- 
cational education.’’ This man 
will be a trained vocational lead- 
er, he added. Vocational educa- 
tion will be given greater em- 
phasis than ever before, Collins 
asserted. 

However, Collins said the voca- 
tional education unit will be ‘‘a 
part of the Division of Field Serv- 
ices,” which also will include 
academic education. He did not 
say whether the assistant school 
superintendent in charge of this 
division will be an academic or 
vocational man. 

To arguments by vocational 
spokesmen that vocational edu- 
cation officials should deal di- 
rectly with the superintendent, 
as they do at present, Collins 
said this unit could “‘by-pass”’ the 
assistant superintendent at any 
time it desired to do so. 


TO REDUCE UNITS 

**The director of vocational edu- 
cation could deal with the assist- 
ant superintendent or he could

Vocational people, who asked 
that their names not be used, 
said they would try to block any 
plan which would reduce the’ pres- 
ent standing of vocational educa- 
tion in the organization.

It would be foolish for the United 
States and her allies of the free world 
to fall into the Russian trap of promot- 
ing division and encouraging every dif- 
ference of viewpoints between them. 

The tactics of Stalin’s heirs are ob- 
vicusly to use every means at their dis- 
posal to split the Allies and thus to 
cement their power at home while open- 
ing the way for further aggressions 
abroad. The ultimate aim is to drive 
the United States into isolation, to force 
us to abandon our bases throughout the 
world and thus to leave Europe and 
Asia as the Soviet oyster to be ‘de- 
voured at the Kremlir’s convenience. 

We are thus in a dilemma that re- 
quires.some clear thinking. We have 
held the position before that the Ko- 
rean War was a UN war. We justified 
our intervention there before world 
opinion with that argument — even 
though. our own ultimate motive was 
safeguarding our own security. 

- To insist upon a unilateral course 
of action in the political conference that 
is now to follow is to abandon that con- 
cépt. In other words, whether we like 
it or not, we must consider our other 
allies in any settlement. A few com- 
promises will be necessary. 

~ The United States stand, of course, 
is dictated somewhat by internal poli- 
tics. The American people are not will- 
ing to accept anything that appears to 
be appeasement. We have no desire, 
either, to take steps that would bolster 
the shaky Soviet regime, assure it of 
maintaining its power, and giving it 
further opportunities to discredit the 
very effective job we have done iin 
shoring up the West’s defenses and 
stopping aggression in Korea. 

» At any rate, we would be wise not 
to fall into the Soviet trap. Even Mal- 
enkov’s claim that Russia has the atom 
homb was intended to have the psycho- 
logical effect of scaring the free na- 
tions from strengthening their defenses 
ahd to divide the Allies. His wooing of 
other nations and his continued attacks 
On the United. States are aimed at the 
same objective. He must not succeed.

Property Owners Set 
Price of Insurance 


‘, The fire insurance rate reduction 
amnounced recently by Georgia’s insur- 
ance commissioner, Zack Cravey, as ef- 
fective Oct. 1, will mean a savings of 
almost $2,000,000 a year for Georgia 
policyholders. 

The pending drop in premium is not 
something the state’s insurance com- 
missioner decided upon arbitrarily. He 
would be the first to disclaim credit. 
Thc adjustment downward was worked 
out by a standard plan based on fire 
losses for the last five years. 

Risk is the factor which determines 
the cost of insurance whether the cov- 
erage is life or automobile or fire. And 
the degree of risk depends upon how 
well the policyholder protects the prop- 
erty insured. 

In effect, then, the property holder 
sets his own fire insurance rates. The 
more he is aware of the costs of fire, 
the more he learns about ‘fire hazards 
that he may remove them, the less the 
risk and, sooner or later, the lower the 
premium. 

When it comes to insurance rates, 
in the home or on the highway,, the 
public is in the driver’s seat.

Throughout the Middle East, the 
Communists are allying themselves 
with fanatical religious and nationalist 
groups to stir up trouble. Moscow, of 
course, shrewdly directs the show. 
While the Kremlin plots to destroy 
Allied unity in Europe and our defense 
structure there, she is promoting anti- 
American and anti-Allied sentiment in 
Morocco and other areas where the 
United States has been busy building 
air bases and other installations. 

The Kremlin schemes well. While 
promoting the Indochina war in Asia 
with its constant drain on France, she 
is fomenting further trouble in Africa 
and bringing up the constant specter of 
Germany to frighten the French people 
away from German rearmament and 
the European army plan. 

One fact stands out in the entire 
muddled situation. The new Kremlin 
rulers may have modified Stalin’s aims 
and adopted new tactics, but their ulti- 
mate goal of world domination has not 
been abandoned. Wherever they can, 
they will continue to chip away at the 
bases of free world strength and. unity.

Georgia Farmers Face 


A Good Crop Year 


Georgia farmers are facing one of 
the best crop years in history, a report 
by the University of Georgia Agricul- 
tural Extension Service says. -With the 
exception of eotton, production of all 
major crops is expected to be above 
last year. 

Despite boll weevil infestation, lint 
yield per acre is expected to average 
some 10 pounds more than last year. 
Corn yiélds are anticipated to be the 
highest in the history of the state. 
More 100-Bushel Club members are ex- 
pected than ever before. ‘ 

Pastures are in excellent condition, 
with rainfall being well distributed and 
adequate — contrary to last ‘year’s 
drought conditions that brought heavy 
losses to livestock farmers. Peanuts 
are looking good and tobacco sales 
passed the 100,000,000-pound figure be- 
fore Aug. 1 for the first time in history. 
Truck crops have held their own in 
most categories. Broilers and other 
poultry ‘products still are advancing as 
important sources of cash income. 

It looks like a good harvest year for 
Georgia farmers and, despite’ declines 
in prices, returns are expected to be 
high. 

Improved farming methods and 
mechanization continue as the price- 
cost squeeze forces farmers to find ways 
of producing more efficiently. Cotton 
farmers, for instance, conducted their 
most devastating war in history on the 
boll weevil. 

All in all, increased yields will make 
up much of the difference in prices for 
this year’s crops compared to 1952. 
Right now there is no cause for undue 
alarm that a disastrous farm onreee 
is in the making.

But when it comes to measuring Ameri- 
can prestige in terms of Senator McCar- 
thy’s crusade against the Communists in 
this country, it is a surprise, that the Euro- 
peans and their press have been spending 
so much time and energy denouncing an 
American senator. One wonders how high 
the prestige of the United States ever 
reached in the past if its great achieve- 
ments in war and peace can be suddenly 
erased by the zealous activities of a single 
United States senator. 

Very little is heard in Europe, on the 
other hand, about the real background for 
the. McCarthy crusade in America — the 
presence of an espionage ring in the United 
States Government. 

Yet in Europe the Communists evidently 
have a free hand. They infiltrate the key 
branches of government and nobody seems 
to object very much, 

Where the British could use a McCarthy 
today is in investigating their government 
departments. Why, for example, was Klaus 
Fuchs, known to be a Communist when he 
came to England, “‘cleared’’ by the British 
so that, when he came to work on the atom 
project in the United States, he was im- 
emune from suspicion as a spy. 

Why also was it possible for two Com- 
munists actually to be part of the British 
foreign office for so many months without 
being caught? Although Donald MacLean 
and Guy Burgess were both Communists— 
and known among their friends to be Com- 
munists—they were entrusted with diplo- 
matic jobs. MacLean was in charge of the 
American desk in the London foreign office 
for a long time. He examined daily the 
most confidential and secret cables trans- 
mitted by our Department of State to the 
British Government. Both men now have 
escaped behind the Iron Curtain. 

The antagonism of the British people to 
Communists in their government is just as 
deepseated as is that of the American peo- 
ple. But a smokescreeh may have been 
placed over possible investigation of Com- 
munists there by the outcry about ‘‘Mc-

Will Help Protect the American Way 


Decatur—We appreciate your constant 
attention to the problems of education. I 
especially appreciate your comments on 
the problem of exceptional and handicapped 
children. This is a big problem, but the 
returns from including services for excep- 
tional children in an adequate program of 
education will far more than pay the cost. 


A large percentage of handicapped chil- 
drer can profit from special education and 
psychological, medical and corrective ther- 
apy, and thus be trained to be self-sustain- 
ing citizens economically. Without these 
special] services, for the most part these 
children will grow into adults and remain 
family or state wards. 


Many handicapped children cannot be 
trained to be self-sustaining economically 
but can be trained to a level where they 
can take care of themselves physically and 
free the family or the state from the neces- 
sity of providing attendants. 


It is equally true that a large percentage 


of children have mental. and physical abil- ; 
ities exceeding the average. For a dynamic 


free enterprise system these children must 
receive educational advantages which will 
provide stimulation-and. develop their-abil- 
ities: To do this, the school program must 
be enlarged in the areas of vocational edu- 
cation and the academic program, with 
adequate provisions for libraries and lab- 
oratories, and counseling ahd guidance serv- 
ices, and with a broad program of health 
and physical] fitness, 

Back of our- idea of an adequate pro- 
gram of education for Georgia children is 
the conviction that free enterprise and the 
American way of life can best be safe- 
guarded and further extended by providing 
for every child educational opportunities to 
the fimits of his native physical and mental 
abilities.

The military governorate 
banned all unauthorized demon- 
strations as the tempo of the vio- 
lence increased and ordered the 
arrest of al] offenders. In a broad- 
cast communique the military 
governor said, ‘‘Agitators are ex- 
ploiting the situation and raiding 
the shops and thus gradually cre- 
ating uneasiness among the peo- 
ple.” 


CEMENT WORKS 


There was rioting also at the 
government cement factory and 
one-hour strikes at the grain ele- 
vators and textile mills. These, 
believed to be Tudeh led, de- 
manded the release of ‘‘political 
prisoners.”’ 

Rioting also was reported in 
Rassht, the. capital of Northwest 
Gilan province, where four were 
injured, two gravely, as a crowd 
overthrew the shah’s statue de- 
spite police efforts. Martial law 
was in force in Rassht and at 
Pahilevi on the Caspian shore, 

Tudeh-led demonstrations took 
place among the tuberculosis pa- 
tients at two sanatoriums, de- 
manding the release of “political 
prisoners.”’ 


POST REWARD 


The government of Premier 
Mossadegh posted today a 100,000 
rials reward (about $1,200) for 
etn leading to the arrest 

of retired Maj. Gen. Fazlollah 
Zahedi, who claims to be Iran’s 
legal prime minister by appoint- 
ment of the shah. 

Evening newspapers carried 
dispatches from Baghdad indicat- 
ing that the shah himself had 
backed up Zahedi’s assertion that 


the shah had issued two firmans 
(orders), one dismissing Premier 
Mossadegh and the other appoint- 
ing Zahedi as premier. The shah 
flew to Baghdad Sunday after the 
failure of what the Mossadegh 
government calls a coup de’etat. 


BUILDS POWER 

The Tudeh apparently is gain- 
ing strength in the increasing 
disorders. The Communist morn- 
ing newspaper, Shojaat, publish- 
ed a long formal statement by 
the central committee of the 
Tudeh Party, wa the gov- 
ernment to halt its appeasement 
of the court and Anglo-American 
“imperialists,’’ and making the 
following demands: 

Eradication of all foreign colo- 
nizing influence, chiefly by expul- 
sion of the U. S. military advi- 
sory mission, Point Four and “‘in- 
terventionist’’ American diplo- 
mats and the closing of American 
consulates and other organiza- 
tions, as well as the abrogation 
of all military and other accords. 

Abolition of martial law and 
a return to freedom of action for 
the Tudeh Party (nominally out- 
lawed), ‘“‘which is the only_im- 
portant center of the fight against 
colonization in the Mideast.’ 


UNITED FRONT 

The formation of a united front 
by the Tudeh and all other “‘anti- 
colonial’ organizations. 

In argyment for the last point 
the central committee in effect 
warned the government that 


neither it nor anybody else in 


Iran could succeed without Tudeh) 
help. The statement declared 
ominously : 

“The Tudeh Party represents 
today the greatest organized po- 
litical power in Iran and without 
its help no fight against imperial- 
ism and for democracy can suc- 
ceed.”

‘A low-life, no-’count, lily-livered ignoramus suitably named 
Skerman something-or-other is trying to attract attention in one 
of those magazines for men (I forget the name) by running down 
Southern womanhood. 

In a six-page spread ornamented by a passel of pictures of 
famous Southern belles (the cream, he alleges, of a deplorably 
short Southern crop), this old show-off has tried to out-Kinsey Dr. 
Kinsey with a report on the manners, morals, beauty, brains, kiss- 
ing and kitchen skills of the girls below what he cornily calls 
“the Mason-Dixon Garteg Belt.”’ 


Well, of course, if he weren’t just whooping and hollering to 
try to stir up a feud and get people to read his stuff you’d feel 
sorry for the man. Obviously, his experience with Southern women 
is the product of a malnourished imagination. In fact, I doubt 
that he has known any really nice women in any section of the 
country. 


For example, he contends that of the 1,500 outstanding per- 
sonalities of stage, screen, radio and television, only 31 are 
Southerners. 


‘‘The few exceptions,’’ he says, ‘‘only emphasize the disparity. 
But I'll say this for the South—the ones it does produce: are 
strictly queen-size. Maybe Connie Boswell or Dinah Shore or 
Joan Crawford or Ava Gardner or Tallulah Bankhead—for exam- 
ples out of the 3l—were just born down there to give the rest 
something to shoot at. But, currently, there isn’t a single top 
Southern challenger to the tight-sweater crown anywhere on the 
horizon today. And I’m betting there won't be until hookworms 
change their diets. 


“But Southern girls are dainty and delicate. Yeah? They 
may be dainty, but they’re about as delicate as a sharecrooper’s 
mule. They have to be rugged to eat their own cooking. Nobody 
else can.”’ 


Then he launches a tirade about Southern cooking which is 
very funny—if you’ve got the kind of sense of humor which lets 
you laugh at a madman ranting about something of which he 
knows nothing. He contends that Southern girls never get ac- 
quainted with any utensil except frying pan and that we are in- 
troduced to that by a $3-a-week mammy when we approach 
maturity. Mammy, who earns her all for her ability to ‘‘make 
crankcase oil and pin feathers into Southern fried chicken,”’ is 
said to “‘call the little nitwit into her scented sanctorum with the 
time-honored words, “‘You come ‘long now, honey-chile. You’ 
mammy say it plumb time you-all learned to cook so you kin 
catch a man.’ 


Whereupon the little belle learns to scorch and burn every- 
thing in “old grease that has been handed down through genera- 
tions.’ 


This low-lifer goes on to. charge that Southern women are 
dumb. (‘‘Mentally and morally they mature about as fast as an 
oyster’s libido.”’) ‘Fhey are helpless. They are immoral. He can 
think of only two Southern women who had any brains and he 
flubs one of those—Margaret Mitchell and Marjorie Kinnan Raw- 
lings, who, it seems to me, moved to Florida from some place 
in the Middle West. 


. “What can you expect of girls who are taught from baby- 
hood that the most inane drivel is intelligent conversation as long 
as it’s couched in a syrupy drawl and accompanied by a fluttering 
of eyelashes?”’ 


This man’s ignorance is so shocking there’s no point attempt- 
ing to answer him. No Southern lady I know would bother any- 
how. What would be the point of convincing the man that a great 
portion of the world’¢ most beautiful, most talented, kindest, most 
gracious women live in the South? He’d just want to move down 
bere and then we'd have to go to the trouble of having him ridden 
out of town on a rail.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—(#)—The truce in Korea has had 
“little immediate effect’? on the nation’s booming business, 
Department of Commerce said today. 


The department’s monthly report 
‘on economic activity said business | 
this summer is the best for any | 
‘summer on record, with private | 
‘and governmental spending con- 
tinuing strong through July. 

The report, dealing mostly with 
conditions in July, included these 
details: | 

1. Industrial Activity—Production 
in the steel and automobile indus- 
tries were at near record rates in 
July. New construction spending 
in July totalled almost $3,300,000,- 
000. That was higher than expendi- 
tures for new construction in any| 
month during the past year. In 
general, industrial activity contin- 
ued high into the third quarter of 
the year after allowance for the 
usual slackening in the vacation 
period. 

2. Manufacturers’ Sales—For the 
third consecutive month manufac- 
turers’ sales in June were above 
the 26 billion dollar level. This put 
together the biggest three months 
on record for manufacturers’ sales. 

However, new ‘orders continued 
to fall off and in June were half a 
billion dollars less than in May 
and five billions below the new 
order peak reached last Septem- 
ber.

Freckles Are Quick 
To Spot Fair Skin 


Freckles appear on the ex- 
posed areas of the skin and in 
bygone days these lesions us- 
ually developed on the face, 
hands, and arms. Now they are 
noted in the darndest places be- 
cause we are exposing almost 
everything. 

A case in question is the red 
headed freckler who sits on the 
beach all day in a Bikini bath- 
ing suit.

The mysterious fea- 
ture is their tendency to appear 
between the 6th and 8th years 
of life. 

Freckles can be removed but 
this procedure seldom is recom- 
mended because the lesions us- 
ually disappear spontaneously 
in the winter. 

Removal of freckles requires 
a caustic or irritant such as a 
phenol or mercury. product: 
This leads to peeling. The lat- 
est suggestion is a bleaching 
ointment containing certain de- 
rivatives of hydroquinone. ' 

This preparation is reported 
to eliminate all pigment from 
dark skin, including liver spots 
and freckles. It is a slow proc- 
ess requiring three weeks to six 
months and after depigmenta- 
tion has occurred applications 
must be continued at daily or 
weekly intervals or color will 
return.

From this humble 
beginning, the order grew rapid- 
ly and today “there are 12,000 
Royal Ambassadors’ chapters in 
the Southern Baptist Convention. 


ADOPTED IN NORTH 


The order also has taken on 
national and international signifi- 
cance. In 1927, the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention adopted the pro- 
gram under the administration 
of its Missionary Education Com- 
mitte and Royal Ambassadors 
organizations now are active in 
28 foreign countries. 


Various church organs sponsor 
the youth group in other lands; 
but in the South the Woman's 
Missionary Union is still largely 
responsible for administration of 
the order although Baptist Broth- 
erhood chapters and other male 
organizations are now participat- 
ing in the project. 

Although the Royal Ambassa- 
dors officially began in 1908, 
there were several forerunning 
organizations in the movement. 
As early as 1808, a similar group, 
dubbed the Society of the Bretb- 
ren, was established at Williams 
College in Massachusetts. This 
group, which met for spiritual 
guidance and prayer, has con- 
tributed several important lead- 
ers to the missionary movement. 


MASSACHUSETTS MEN 


Two members of the Massa- 
chusetts society, Odoniram Jud- 
son and Luther Rice, became the 
first missionaries to India and 
another, Samuel J. Mills, organ- 
ized the Bible Society in this 
country and was largely réspon- 
sible for providing funds for the 
society’s missionary work. 

Georgia had at least one “plo- 
neer Royal Ambassadors” organ! 
zation with its Dalton Boys Band 
which was formed in 1907 under 
the leadership of the Rev. and 
Mrs. T. E. Gatlin. The Boys Club 
and its 20 charter members were 
absorbed into the Order of the 
Royal Ambassadors soon after it 
was initiated and’so became the 
first Georgia chapter.

' An’ ant may not be a “big 
wheel” by himself but as a part 
of the ant hill organization he be- 
comes an essential and integra) 
part of a gigantic program. 

Similar is the attitude of the 
Royal Ambassador officials to- 
ward the 11,493 individual chap- 
ters that are now part of “ant 
hill’ youth missionary work © of 
the Southern Baptist Convention. 

Chapters are local church units 
of the Royal Ambassador organi- 
zation and some Baptist churches 
in the convention number - as 
many as eight RA chapters. 

A chapter might include any- 
where from eight to 24 or more 
boys and is usually divided into 
junior and intermediate units ac- 
cording to ages: Boys 9 through 
12 are junior missionary students 
and intermediate groups include 
boys 13 through 17 yéars of age. 

In many cases, when individual 
chapters have a large RA en- 
rolment, the units are subdivided 
along the lines of interests of RA 
members. 

Chapters meet once each week 
for one and a half hours. Forty- 
five minutes.of the .program is 
dedicated to directed program 
activities and the remainder is 
concerned with recreation.

2 Buildings, Additions First Step 


In’ $7 Million 


Expansion Plan 


‘When classes begin in DeKalb County schools Sept. 3, 
with an enrollment increase of ‘more than 2,000 over last 
year, 120 new classrooms with auxiliary facilities will go 
into service 


The classrooms, built in two 
new schools’ and additions to 10 
existing plants, will be the first 
major expansion completed as 
part of DeKalb’s current $7,225,- 
000 school-building program start- 
ed last fall. The building program 
is scheduled for completion by 
September, 1955. 

School Supt. Jim Cherry esti- 
mated the 1953-54 school year en- 
roliment at 22,700. Last year’s 
enrollment was 20,000. 

Students and teachers will oc- 
cupy two new schools, Toney Ele- 
mentary on Oakland Ter. near 
Candler Rd. and Skyland Elemen- 
tary near the intersection of Bu- 


ford Highway and Clairmont Rd.; 


Additions have been made to 
the following schools: 


Druid Hills, W. D. Thomson, 
Leslie J. Steele, Hooper Alexan- 
der, Wesley Chapel, Stone Moun- 
tain, Lithonia, Redan, Jim Cherry 
and Dunwoody. 


Improvements have been made}. 


on the grounds of 12 schools and 
the exteriors of a number of build- 
‘ings have been renovated, Cherry 
said. In addition, interior renova- 
tions have been effected in sev- 
eral schools. 


Ten new school busses will go 
into service. Five are replace- 
ments and five are additional 
busses, giving the DeKalb system 
_a(fleet of 58 vehicles. 

More than 100 new teachers will 
report for duty. Of these, 65 will 
be additional teachers. The oth- 
ers will be replacements for

New staff members will include 
an educational psychologist and 
six teachers trained to handle 
handicapped students.

tme soon will feel the impact _of 
an increasing population. It is 
estimated that approximately 
3,600 new homes will be built in) 
DeKalb during 1953, Cherry point- 
ed out. 


The present building program 
will add 450 new classrooms, but 
population increases will soar 
school enrollments over the facili- 
ties by the program’s completion, 
Cherry warned.

On Disaster, 
Byrd Warns 


Urges Firm. Limit 
To Balance Budget 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 #—Sen. 
Byrd (D-Va) said today.that hope 
for balancing the budget rests al- 
most entirely on keeping the pres- 
ent 275-billion-dollar debt limit. 

“If we can retain this present 
debt ceiling, there is some hope of 
balancing the budget,’’ he said in a 
copyrighted interview with the 
magazine U. S. News and World 
Report. “But if we keep on bor- 
rowing the money, there’s no hope 
at all.” 

FOUGHT BOOST 

Byrd successfully opposed the 
Eisenhower administration's effort 
to have Congress boost the limit 
from 275 to 290 billion dollars. He 
was one of the 11-4 majority of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
which blocked action onthe pro- 
posed increase during the closing 
days of Congress. The debt now is 
272% billions. 

Byrd said he regards that con- 
troversy as ‘‘one of the milestones 
in the preservation of the solvency 
of our government.” If the debt 
continues to rise, he said, it will 
go “‘over the precipice of financial 
disaster.” 


DEBT PERIL 


“I contend that there are-only 
four months in the next 11 when, 
by Treasury figures, the debt limit 
will be exceeded,”’ he said, ‘‘and 
in those big months you could re- 
duce the balance on hand from six 
billions to four and .avoid increas- 
ing the debt ceiling.” 

He referred to a_ six-billion- 
dollar cash balance which the 
Treasury normally maintains in 
banks throughout the country as a 
working balance.

The school department has a 
contract with the county for the 
maintenance of the building but 
has no funds nor the legal right 
to operate a recreational program, 
Aaron explained. 

The $50,000 building and base- 
ball diamond was built prior to 
the Plan of Improvement and un- 
der the plan no funds were made 
available to provide for recrea- 
tion programs in Sandy Springs. 

The ‘nearest recreation centers 
to the community are Roswell or 
North Fulton Park. 

The .Sandy Springs Business- 
men’s .
